right, and ſupported by the Councell of his 
mother, vnderrooke the goucrnment. Ar 
which time there liued at Conſtantinople, 
one Tomſhoor Stephen, who fallly preten- 
ding to bee fonne vnto Aron,who had been 
Prince of Moldauia before Jeremy, had by 
money and other ſiniſter praCtices, framed 
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to his ends, Mebemet Basſba, Lieutenant to 
the grand Fifier ( which is the higheſt Offi. 
cer vnder the Turk)and by fallly ſuggeſting 
that Conſtantine refuſed to pay the yeerely 
tribute of forty thouſand Chequines tothe 
great Turke, obraincd from him an Army 
of 20000. men-ynderthe conduct of a Tur- 
* kiſhGenerall, ro expell Prince Conſtantine, 
and cſtabliſh himſelfc in the goucramenr. 
And notwithſtanding Conſtawtine endcuo- 
red togiueall duefatisfaCtion ro this Tur- 
kiſh Generall, and made cuidentthe fraud 
and fallſhood of Tomſbo, yet hce being alſo 
corrupted by 7omſho's bribes and great pro- 
miſes, would admit no reaſon. Wherey 
on Prince Contantine making head to de- 
fend himſclfe and Country, was ina Bat- 
raile oucrcome, 'taken priſoner, and after, 
ſecking to eſcape, , drowned in the River 
Nicſtre. Tomſho, after this victory, being 
thruſtinto che Gouernnment, & indeuoring 
to keepe by tyranny,whar he had gotten by 
injuſtice and vſurpation, the Nobility at- 
rempted:by armes to free themfclues 2nd 
their Country from his vnſpeakablecrucl- | 
tics, but with ſucceſſe ynworthy their ver- 
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rue; for, by an ouerthrow, both his malice; 
and the Countries miſery increaſed. In 
which diſaſter, the greatelt part of them fly- 
into Poland, the refuge of the vnfortunate 
Princeſſe with her remaining children, and 
che Tribunall' from which cheir country 
was injuſtice to expect a Goucrnour : the 
Polonians hauing by ancicnt Articles , and 
capitulations berweene the Turke and 
themyto the end their Kingdome mightnor 
be preiudiced by that neighbour Prouince, 
which though Chriſtian, was yettributary 
to the Turk, reſerued to themaſeluces the right 
and intereſt ro name a Yainod,or Prince ouer 
that Country.And to this purpoſe the King 
of Poland {entanEmbaſſadour to Conſtan- 
tinople, whom the Great Turke,contrary,to 
the Law of Nations, Turkiſhly anſwered by 
deraining him priſoner, and cuer ſince hatk 
threat-ned that moſt Noble, and Chriſtian 
Kingdome, with vttcr ſubucrſion, hauing 
( as1t is probably concciucd) to that end 
drawne all his forces out of 4fia, and made 
a greater lcuy in Europe, then hath bcene 
knowncin that Empire, conſiſting (by re- 
port) 
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port) of foure hundred thouſand men; an 
Armie ſuffcicnt to fatisfiethe moſt couc- 
rous, or religious Chriſtian Souldier with 
riches, or glory,

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High God, whereunto wee had not voych- 
ſafed anſwere, but that wee were perſwa- 
ded,our ſilence would haue been a meancs 
of cauſing thee to flatter thy ſelfe ſo much 
the more, clſc had Wee neglected thee like 
an Arch-encmyof God, as thou art; Wee 
haue therefoxe thought fir in ſome ſort to 
regard. the Saluation of thy ſoule, gi- 
uing thee to know, that thou arr no other 
then a meere man, in thy perſon more 
weake then many of thy followers; which 
ſhould cauſe thee ro remember, that if it 
had nor pleaſed God to ingraue in the 
front of ſuch as rulc, a kinde of awfull 
Maieſtic; whereby their ſubics are kepr 
in obedience; the good by reward, the c- 
uill and peruerſe by rigorous Lawes, and 


boththe oneand the other by Authoritic ; _ 


ir were impoſhble they ſhould continue c- 
minent abouc others. Thouthen, who in 
thy ſclfe art buras other men, muſt know, 
that rhereis a Supreme Power of more 


mighrthenthine, which doth vphold thy 


_ ſtare, cauſing thee to bee reſpeted by thy. 


followers. This power proceeds from God 
We molt 
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moſt Good, moſt Iuſt, moſt Mighty, who

and hauing no other food, then ſuchas was 


caſt him (like a Dogge) from his Table.

hauc left vnto thee ( as 
from him) the like, or worſe fortune,if thou 
ſhalt dare to continue thy blaſphemies a-

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Chriſ Crucified. Thou docſt miſtake in 
thinking tolay an aſperſion vpon vs,by re- 
proaching vnto vs the Croſſe. For Vee ac- 
count. it Our chicfcſt honour, and glory ; 
by vertuc vvhercof, .as the Emperour ( on- 
. ſtantine quelled his enemies , Wee hope, 
and aſſure our ſclues to bee defended a- 
gainlt chy Fury. Thy proud, and thunde- 
ring words diſmay vs nor, our courage is 
more Maſculine and generous, then fo to 
bee out-braued. For know , that wee re- 
gard not thy threats, bur vvirh iuſt 'ſcorne 
tread. ypon thy pride, and laugh at thy idle 
tcrrours, and in ſtead of thanking thee for 
- aduertifing.vs before thy. comming, We 
bid thee come when thou wilt, thou ſhalc 
bee recciued contrary to thy expectation. 
| Weehaue {tecpe Mountaines, and impreg- 
nablcRockes that ſhall barre thee from en- 
tcring into our Lands. Thou ſhalt finde our 
Citics,and Caſtles well furniſhed with Mu- 
nition;Gur Canons mouthes breathing fu- 
rious fires, our courages inuincible, our 
blades cager and ſharpe, our bodies, as our 
nundes,preparcd to ſultaine the violence of 
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all ſcalons, ouvhearts promiſing nothing 
bur victory. And to dazell thine eyes, the 
glorious Standard of the bleſſed CroJedball 
ocbefore vs ; but aboue all, the Crucified 
Sonof the moſt Hifgh God ſhal cauſe his An- 
gelsto condudt vs,and giue vs the victory;
